New Program Is Aimed 
At Controlling Asbestos 


Town Health Director, Everett F. Pen- 
ney, Jr., recently announced a new pro- 
gram for the control of asbestos in 
residential dwellings. Recent changes in 
Chapter II of the State Sanitary Code man- 
date specific procedures for handling, re- 
pair. and removal of asbestos in all 
residential dwellings. These regulation 
changes become effective Jan. 1, 1985, and 
the Andover Health Department has 
mapped out a strategy for implementation. 

The new regulations are quite compre- 
hensive, and fill a void which has been a 
repetitive source of consternation for us in 
dealing with this important public health 
issue’ Penney said. Asbestos, an insulating 
and fire protective material, was used ex- 
tensively prior to 1960 in heating systems 
and pipe lagging or insulation. Many home 
owners have had to deal with repair or 
removal of asbestos-containing insulation 
materials. “‘The occasion for exposure to 
asbestos occurs mainly in two categories” 
according to Penney. ‘‘Home owners may 
be removing asbestos when they convert 
from one heating system to another, or they 
may simply be trying to repair broken of 
friable material, like pipe insulation’’ he 
said “Asbestos is a dangerous substance 
and can cause mesothelioma, a type of lung 
cancer, and asbestosis, a physical blocking 
of the air sacs or tissues in the lungs’, 
Penney stated. The latter is usually asso- 
ciated with long term, ten to twenty years, 
exposure in occupational settings where 
asbestos is used such as with shipyard 
workers. The new Sanitary Code Regula- 
tions require the homeowner to file a plan 
with the Board of Health prior to repair or 
removal of any asbestos in the house set- 
ting

Such plan shall include the location, 
scope, nature, and method of removal as 
well as the name of the remover. No remov- 
al work may commence prior to approval of 
the plan by the Board of Health. ‘‘These 
regulations will help us to protect the gen- 
eral public from unknowledgeable and uns- 
crupulous repairmen who don’t follow 
proper health and safety guidelines for re- 
moval or repair work involving asbestos,’’ 
said Penney. “It’s also important to re- 
member” Penney reiterated, ‘that intact, 
non-friable asbestos is not a danger to pub- 
lic health. Only when the material is ripped 
or broken, so that it can be released into the 
ambient air does it become dangerous.’

master plan has been underway for the past 
yeal 

Instead, the annual budget is likely to be 
the focus of voters’ attention — and at this 
point, the manager has not completed 
enough of the budget to come up with any 
predictions. However, he noted that he 
hoped to complete the conversion to a pro- 
gram budget this year: That new format 
will not be apparent to town meeting, but it 
will make budget planning simpler for the 
Finance Committee and selectmen, he ex- 
plained 

This may also be the year that Andover 
sees some ‘‘definitive answers’’ to the 
continuing question of industrial traffic in 
the Lowell Junction area and, a newer con- 
cern, along River Road. A Lowell Junction 
interchange off Route 93 and improvements 
to River Road may be ahead, depending on 
how both the state and federal government 
respond to the town’s plans, Mahony ex- 
plained 

The building boom on River Road. in 
West Andover Industrial Tech Park, will 
begin during 1984 as several industries be- 
gin construction, the manager indicated 
But he does not expect construction to in- 
terfere with existing commuter traffic, he 
said: the real conflicts will not begin until 
employees start occupying the new build- 
ings 

On a smalier scale, the town manager’s 
plans for the coming year include ‘bringing 
into sharper focus” the Municipal Mainte- 
nance department, which just came into 
being on July 1 with the start of the current 
fiscal year. Mahony said he would like to 
see some improvement in the fledgling de- 
partment, although it has gotten off to a 
satisfactory start 

He is also looking forward to the installa- 
tion of new computers at the new town 
offices (those computers have already been 
delivered). And the move into new offices 
will also help along the centralization of 
other town/school services, such as pur- 
chasing 

Mahony also wants to see a cleaner down- 
town Andover, one of the Board of Select 
men’s objectives for the year. Townspeople 
can expect to see new trash baskets in- 
stalled downtown, and a decrease in the 
amount of litter decorating the streets and 
sidewalks 

With a little luck, tax bills will get out on 
time in 1984, the manager said: This year, 
they were mailed a month earlier than last 
year — and if the process is speeded up by 
another six weeks, the bills will actually be 
punctual next year

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And, as in the past, the town manager's 
‘top priority’ will be “increasing respon- 
Siveness to the citizen,’’ he said. ‘‘That’s 
always most important — answering com- 
plaints about potholes, signs, drainage, and 
any other thing that may come up. 

‘Townspeople may not see the im- 
provement (in responsiveness), but it ef- 
fects everybody,’’ Mahony said. ‘‘I hope 
that I’ve improved that — I think I have —

End Of Another Year Brings 
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Conclusion To Major Projects 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


As 1983 comes to a close, many of the 
major projects undertaken by the town of 
Andover during the past year are also com- 
ing to an end, the town manager noted 
during a recent interview: ‘‘We can see the 
end of the tunnel,’’ Manager Kenneth Maho- 
ny said. 

Among the year’s accomplishments, the 
East Junior High reuse project stands out 
as the one that was ‘‘most fun,’’ the man- 
ager said, as the two former junior high 
school wings were renovated into town and 
school administrative offices. 


Although a year ago Mahony predicted 
that town and school staffers would be 
moved into the new offices by now, ‘We're 
in no rush,” he said last week. He added 
that he still believed the offices would be 
“habitable by the end of the month — 
they're doing the finish painting now, the 
heat is on, the lights are on.”’ 

The Massachusetts Municipal Associa- 
tion this year honored Andover with an 
award recognizing the innovative nature of 
the sale-and-repurchase plan being used to 
renovate the two wings. ‘‘and that has been

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very rewarding,’’ Mahony said. 

Equally rewarding: ‘‘The beginning of 
the whole thing — the excellent support 
we've had from the selectmen and the peo- 
ple of the town,”’ he added. ‘‘It really has 
been great.”’ 

Andover’s second reuse project, renova- 
tion of Memorial Hall Library, is also 
“nearly at an end’’ now that developer 
Peabody Construction has been chosen to 
build the library addition, Mahony pointed 
out. (The library project approved by 1983 
annual town meeting was modeled after the 
EJH reuse plan: the developer will buy the 
library from the town, build a new addition, 
lease the library to the town, and then sell it 
back to Andover after 15 years.) 

Later in the year, the manager and the 
Reuse Committee began turning their at- 
tention toward the future of Town Hall, one 
of 1983’s ‘‘fun things,’’ the manager says — 
“trying to figure out what we’re going to do 
with it (after town offices move to East 
Junior High) and what it was (so future 
uses will be compatible with the building’s 
historic use).”’ 

Acquiring the former Purity Supreme 
site on Bartlet Street has been another 
enjoyable project, the manager said. The 
grocery store was recently razed to make 
way for a new town parking lot, as ap- 
proved by town meeting, and the site is 
currently being used for temporary park- 
ing 

The past year saw the opening of Andover 
High School’s J. Everett Collins Perform- 
ing Arts Center — celebrated in grand style 
in September — ‘‘an important step for us.”’ 
Mahony commended the School Building 
Committee, headed by Kenneth Gropper, 
for guiding the building project to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. (The three-part school 
construction is down to the final details 
now, the manager noted, but even that is ‘‘a 
big job.’’) 

Planning in earnest for the future of both 
the River Road and Lowell Junction indus- 
trial areas began during 1983, the manager 
said. Andover has started a comprehensive 
study of River Road, with the help of the 
state Department of Public Works 

Town officials now have facts and figures 
to help them plan for River Road’s industri- 
al development: “‘There wasn’t anything 
there a year ago,’ Mahony said. ‘‘Everyone 
was talking about it, but nobody was think- 
ing in terms of the whole thing. Since town 
meeting (when voters approved $200,000 to 
fund the study) we've turned that around.’ 

Moving across town to Lowell Junction 
recent'y-hired planner Nancy Jeton has 
been working on an application for a waiver 
to a government regulation that determines 
the distance between interchanges off inter- 
state highways. Andover needs such a waiv- 
er before it can build a Route 93 
interchange to Lowell Junction, and Maho- 
ny said the waiver request will be sub- 
mitted within a month or so 

During the summer, town DPW crews 
accomplished the ‘‘very important”’ task of 
recrowning and repaving Main Street, and 
“really did a great job,’’ Mahony said. The 
way the town staffers stripped the street 


down to the cobblestones and rebuilt it was 
‘really an innovation,”’ the manager com- 
mented, and ‘‘nicely done.”’ 

The new Municipal Maintenance depart- 
ment, which took over responsibility for all 
town and school property about six months 
ago, has ‘‘shaken out well,’’ the manager 
said. ‘‘I'm not satisfied with it completely 
yet, but it’s getting better.’’ To date, the 
department has proved most effective in 
grounds maintenance and vehicle mainte- 
nance, he noted 

The manager also pronounced himself 
‘very pleased’’ with the effort made during 
recent months to enforce the town’s zoning 
bylaws, particularly as they relate to new 
development. Andover’s ‘‘tremendous in- 
dustrial growth’ has put an added burden 
on the building inspector, Board of Health 
and Conservation Commission, but the 
manager is satisfied with this year’s ‘‘more 
intense enforcement of our zoning bylaws.” 

Andover moved forward into the comput- 
er age this year: Even with ‘‘limited com- 
puter capactity,’’ the Finance and Budget 
department managed to do ‘‘some good 
things’, the town manager said. (The en- 
tire excise tax process is now on computer, 
for instance.) Many computer programs 
have been upgraded, and new equipment 
has been arriving at Town Hall and is ready 
to go on line 

Memorial Hall Library is in the process 
of computerizing its card index system, and 
seven new computer terminals will be 
added to the two already on duty. ‘‘Not only 
does this put us at the top of the technologi- 
cal game,’’ Mahony said, ‘‘but it will save 
us the cost of the conversion within the first 
18 months.”’ (The savings will come from a 
staff reduction, he explained. ) 

The public safety departments have also 
benefited from new equipment this year, 
the manager indicated. The Police Depart- 
ment is using a new and improved commu- 
nications console (now located at the fire 
station), while new fire trucks have been 
ordered for the Fire Department 

Mahony says the year has seen im- 
provements in the Community Services de 
partment, with better scheduling of events 
and coordination of programs without 
any new staff. A new open space and recre 
ation plan was also completed this year, he 
added, with the help of many volunteers 
(The town’s open space plan must be up 
dated every five years 

What was the manager happiest to see 
completed this year? Contract negotiations 
with the town’s employee unions. In one of 
the most significant achievements of 1983 
contracts have now been signed through 
fiscal year 1986, he said 

The year also held some disappointments 
Mahony said his greatest regret is that the 
comprehensive planning process ‘‘has not 
gone as well as I would have liked — nor as 
quickly.”’ 

He was unhappy about the lawsuit that 
local labor unions brought against the town 
and East Junior High developers. Even 
though the town has won every court 
judgment to date, the unions persisted and 
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Park’’, is proposed for River Road, on a site located 
next to the Greater Lawrence Regional Vocational 
Technical School ... Andover’s reuse plan for East 
Junior High WINS AN AWARD from the Massachu- 
setts Municipal Association as the most significant 
management innovation of the year in the state .. 
And another innovative plan sees Andover, along 
with Danvers and Peabody, chosen for a pilot EM-

25 Years Ago — December 1958 

Written notices of meetings of all municipal boards and 
agencies will be posted on a bulletin board in the town hall, 
when a new state law goes into effect Jan. 5. Town Clerk 
George Winslow said any notice of meetings will be posted on 
the board in the corridor of the building — ‘‘about as public a 


place as there is.’’ The new law requires all official boards

Favors Day Care 


To The Zoning Board of Appeals: 

Teaching commitments will prevent my 
attendance at the January 5th Board hearing on the 
subject of the appropriate zoning for Day Care 
Providers in Andover. However, as a working 
mother and newly arrived townsperson, I feel it 
important that 1 share my thoughts on the subject 
with board members. 

Permitting these providers to care for a small 
number of children in their own homes is mutually 
advantageous for all parties involved - the children, 
their parents, and, consequently, the community at 
large. The children receive individualized attention 
in the warmth of a home environment that larger 
Day Care Centers are incapable of providing. Hav- 
ing tried both types of care for my daughter, aged 2, 
I can testify to the superiority of home care for 
young children and would not consider returning 
her to the KinderCare she previously attended. 

In addition, home care permits the mothers who 
offer this service to be at home with their own 
children while offering their high quality, reasonab- 
ly priced, and much needed skills to the community 
at large. Few entities within the business world 
have responded, to-date, with the flexible schedules 


’ and work-sharing arrangements that permit moth- 


ers to be available to their children in this way 
while working outside the home 

Limiting the provision of day care to areas zoned 
non-residential will both destroy the unique envi- 
ronment that home day care provides and make it 
impossible for these mothers to offer their individu- 
alized care at rates that are competitive with the 
larger Day Care Centers due to increased overhead 
costs for rent, utilities, ete. Andover’s dual career 
couples will be forced to pay more money for lower 
quality care for their children. Who will benefit 
from this? 

The scarcity of good day care facilities is ap- 
proaching a national crisis. Non-working mothers 
are now in the minority in all but the most affluent 
areas. The majority of mothers who work outside of 
the home do so out of economic necessity - even in 
Andover. For our community to turn its back - in 
fact to take a step backward and worsen this situa- 
tion in our town, is unconscionable 

The argument of those who claim that home day 
care creates traffic congestion and erodes property 
values is almost too absurd to warrant a reasoned 
response. Massachusetts’ carefully supervised lim- 
it on the number of children cared for is six - 
including the caretaker’s own. The most likely 
translates into perhaps three to four non-neighbor- 
hood children (and cars) per each of a small hand- 
ful of providers scattered throughout Andover. If a 
mere three or four pre-schoolers are capable of 
causing the erosion of property values, one wonders 
what hundreds of teenagers would do. Pity the poor 
homeowners in the ‘‘prestigious’’ Phillips Academy 
area - they must be giving their homes away! 

My husband and I were attracted to Andover, in 
part, due to the high regard the town placed upon 
the well-being of its children as evidenced by the 
quality of the schools, the fine library, the attention 
given to the Christmas parade and Fair, etc. If 
home day care is forced out of town, working 
mothers will be told, in effect, that this concern 
extends only to those children fortunate enough to 
have the luxury of non-working mothers. And all of 
the lure of Andover - the beauty of the town with its 
rich history and fine schools, will seem insignifi- 
cant in the face of a set of values that allows the 
inflated concerns of a few individuals over property 
values to dominate decision-making for the com- 
munity at large. It is my sincere hope that you will 
not permit this outrage to occur.
